  17   (a) (1) With the advice of the Commission, the Secretary shall adopt 
  18  regulations that establish minimum mandatory standards applicable to security and 
  19  inmate control, inmate safety, inmate food services, inmate housing and sanitation, 
  20  inmate rights, classification, hearings, VICTIM NOTIFICATION, RESTITUTION, and 
  21  administrative record keeping. 
 
  22    (2) The minimum mandatory standards adopted under paragraph (1) of 
  23  this subsection shall apply to all State and local correctional facilities. 
 
  24   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 
  25  October 1, 2004.
